Chicago’s Divvy bicycle-sharing program 
took in up to $2.5 million during its first five 
months, a figure driven by tourists and others 
who bought daily passes and racked up the 
majority of overtime fees, according to a trove 
of preliminary customer data provided by city 
transportation officials. 

As much as $703,500 came from late charg- 
es, which kick in when bicycles aren’t returned 
within 30 minutes. Just a sliver of that money 
was generated from Divvy’s clock-conscious 
annual members, who checked out bikes for 
short trips instead of hopping into taxis or rid- 
ing public transit, city officials concluded. 

It’s not clear whether the Divvy public- 


private partnership, supported by $25 million 
in federal funding and $6.25 million in local 
matches, is turning a profit. 

A financial accounting will be conducted at 
year’s end to determine how hundreds of pro- 
motional free daily passes and other variables 
will affect the final revenue figures, city offi- 
cials said. The raw statistics on customer use, 
focusing on average revenue per trip from July 
through November, did not distinguish be- 
tween the free passes and paying customers. 

The Divvy contractor, Alta Bicycle Share, 
is being paid from the user fees, according to 
the Chicago Department of Transportation, 
which is overseeing Alta management. 

“To the extent the system earns a profit, 


the city and Alta share the profit,” said Scott 
Kubly, managing deputy commissioner at 
CDOT. 

The data for the five months show that 
most of the total Divvy charges, about $1.6 
million, were for 24-hour passes and the over- 
time fees associated with the passes, which 
city officials said were likely bought by visi- 
tors or individuals jumping on the rental bikes 
for “spontaneous trips.” 

“We are pleasantly surprised how quickly 
tourists have taken to Divvy,” Kubly said. 

“Annual members are using the bikes for 
short trips, as we expected,” said Kubly, add- 
ing that he expects those members will each 
log 120 trips a year on average.

The roughly 131,000 daily-pass customers 
racked up more than $656,600 in overtime 
charges (on top of about $917,000 in fees for 
24-hour passes). Annual Divvy members, on 
the other hand, amassed not quite $47,000 in 
overtime charges, the data show.

Software upgrades 
improve boarding times 
on buses, CTA says

CTA bus passengers using Ventra cards are 
boarding and paying their fares much more 
quickly since recently completed software 
upgrades that have reduced the need for 
riders to repeatedly tap the cards on reader 
boxes, the transit agency says. 

The average time to process Ventra fares 
on buses now is running about 1 second, al- 
though 40 percent of taps still are taking up 
to 2.5 seconds to register and produce the 
“Go” message on Ventra screens, the CTA 
reported Friday. 

Fare processing speed of a half-second or 
less is required under the almost half-billion- 
dollar Ventra contract that the CTA awarded 
to Cubic Transportation Systems.

An Oscar for Franco? 


His ‘Spring Breakers’ 
team is making a push

The line between the real and the surreal is a 
thin one for James Franco. The actor’s perso- 
na has become such a carefully cultivated hall 
of post-postmodern mirrors that it can often 
be hard to tell what’s true and what’s a put-on. 

So naturally, when online award spots start- 
ed appearing, promoting Franco for his role 
as a “gangster mystic” in Harmony Korine’s 
outrageous indie hit “Spring Breakers,” it was 
hard to know what to make of it. In fact, one 
ad plays on this confusion. 

“Are you being serious?” a young woman 
asks, in a clip from the film. Franco’s Alien, a 
garish peacock sporting corn- 
rows and grills, responds, 
“What do you think?” 

The answer is yes. A24, 
the distribution company 
behind “Spring Breakers,” 
has been quietly running a 
best supporting actor cam- 
paign on Franco’s behalf that’s 
completely in line with the inside-out na- 
ture of the role and the movie. Whether 
motion picture academy voters will fa- 
vor a character who in his first scene 
exhorts a worldview of “bikinis and 
big booties, y'all, that’s what life is 
about!” is another matter. 

But as critics and fans of the film 
have noted, Franco’s work as Alien is 
among the best in his career, an elec- 
trifying turn that is part pimp, part prophet 
and pure hustler. One thing is for sure, there’s 
nothing else on the awards circuit quite like 
it, no performance like Franco’s, no character 
quite like Alien. 

“Honestly, I don’t know why people say, 


‘Really? Is this a real campaign?’ ” Franco 
said recently in L.A. “I’m an academy voter. 
I’ve been nominated for an Oscar. I’m more 
proud of this performance than anything that 
I’ve done.” 

Yet as more young film industry profession- 
als like the 35-year-old Franco come of age and 
are joined each year by an incoming crop of 
academy invitees, films like “Spring Breakers” 
may come to seem less like Oscar outliers. 

“I've been working in this industry for 
16 years. I know when I’m a part of something 
that’s cutting-edge,” Franco said. “I want to 
go out and say yeah ... consider it. It’s doing 
what we’re supposed to 
do; it’s finding new 
ground and that’s 

what art is sup- 
posed to do. So

Is it true that you arrived in New Zealand for 
the film shoot without having read a script? 
Yeah, I had to trust the word of Philippa 
Boyens and Peter Jackson that I wasn’t just in 
one scene. ... I knew what the role consisted 
of, and I knew the structure of his journey 
and how big he was going to be in the film 

as opposed to the book. The rest was left to 
trust and faith and belief in Peter and his idea 
for the role. As soon as I got off the plane, 
the script was there, and I got to read it

How do you prepare for a role like this, es- 
pecially when you’re not entirely sure what 
you'll be doing?
